Of 
course I know the government, in 
taking this course, does not consider 
it is solving the problem of. unem- 
ployment for all time. It will give 
employment to the people only while 
they are doing the work. which is,pro- 
vided for them, and not any longer. 
There is nothing in the proposal 
that would indicate a fundamental 
alteration in the system itself. that 
would do away with unemployment. 
But the action that is being taken is 
very necessary at the present time, 
and the question is: what suggestions 
can we make to the government in 
this- regard ? 

I was glad indeed to hear the de-

Library and the heavy work entail- 
ed, it is impossible to ask anyone to 
do this work gratuitously.

A “fresh 
blow” of 19 to 20: miles causes small 
leafy trees to sway gently and forms 
crested wavelets on inland waters. 

A strong wind of 25 to 31 miles an 
hour moves large branches of - trees, 
whistles though the telegraph wires 
and makes difficult to hold an- um- 
brella open. A wind of 32 to 38 miles 
velocity sets whole trees in motion 
and retards anyone walking against 
the wind. 

‘.A wind blowing 39 to 54 miles an 
hour is known by the Weather Bur- 
eau as a gale. When a gale does not 
exceed 46 miles an hour it breaks 
. twigs off trees and generally impedes 
proress, but when stronger it~causes 
slight structural damage, blowing off 
chimney pots and slate shingles. 

The wind seldom blows 55 to 75 
miles an hour inland, but such a vel- 
ocity is known as a “whole gale.”
